The House General Laws Committee met on March 7, 2017. All members were present except for Representative Cross. 

Executive Session 

HCS HB 379 (Plocher) Relating to fiduciary access to digital assets. Establishes the Missouri Fiduciary Access to Digital Assets Act, which allows fiduciaries to access 
electronic records of the account holder. 

• Amendment .02C was offered. 

■ Adds Motion Picture Association to the bill. 

■ Adopted by V.V. 

• Voted Do Pass, 12-0. 

WATCH HCS HB 502 (Fitzpatrick) Relating to consumer protection with penalty provisions. Modifies provisions relating to fantasy sports contests. 

• Amendment .06C was offered. 

■ Adopted by V.V. 

• HB 255 was "stripped off' of HB 502. 

• Voted Do Pass, 8-4. Representatives Carpenter, Arthur, McCreery, and Merideth voted no. 

HCS HB 608 (Anderson) Relating to residential dwellings offered for rent to transient guests. Changes the laws regarding residential dwelling rentals. 

• Amendment .06C was offered by Rep Anderson. 

■ Rep. Anderson clarified for Rep. Merideth the changes the amendment is making to the bill and the term "lodging establishment". 

■ Rep. Carpenter inquired if Anderson has been in communication with St. Louis for their approval of the final language. Anderson stated she tried. Carpenter 

asked if Kansas City was opposed. Anderson stated no. 

■ Carpenter stated his concerns with the "grandfather clause" being removed in a couple years. Carpenter stated he would be voting yes. 

■ Adopted by V.V. 

• Voted Do Pass, 12-0. 

HCS HB 433 (Cornejo) Relating to permitted activities of retailers of intoxicating liquor. Allows retailers licensed to sell intoxicating liquor to offer incentives to patrons 
and to advertise such incentives. 

• Amendment .04C was offered. 

■ The amendment deals with powdered alcohol and shipping. The amendment removes the language "below cost advertising". 

■ Rep. Cornejo informed Rep. Evans that rules would still prohibit the advertising of below cost. Cornejo informed Evans that once an individual is in the store 

advertising can be below cost. The use of a coupon or rebate, that makes the price below cost, is allowed. 

■ Rep. Cornejo informed the committee, that under the new House rule, a committee is allowed to file and have a public hearing; this, along with voting, will 

happen next week. Rep. Merideth inquired if voting can wait until next week. Cornejo stated no. 

• Amendment .OlH was offered by Evans. 

■ Evans stated it creates a legislative task force for liquor. 

■ Cornejo moved against the amendment. He stated he has never seen this amendment language before. 

■ Merideth clarified the task force would review to see which license to get rid of. Evans informed Merideth the makeup of the board members. 

■ Cornejo stated he tried to do an overview and was told "they didn't want to do that". Cornejo inquired what if "they don't agree". Evans stated she 

"assumed they could work that out". Cornejo stated there is no "tie breaker". 

■ Rep. Schroer stated his concerns with an investigation and subpoena power. 

■ Defeated by V.V. 

• Voted Do Pass, 9-3. Representatives Evans, McCreery, and Merideth voted no. 

Public Hearing 

HB 236 (Rowland) Relating to prohibiting publishing of the name of lottery winners without written consent. 

Rep. Rowland gave an overview of the bill. 

• Rep. McCreery inquired if it is a Sunshine Law relating to the publishing of winners. Rowland stated the fiscal note discusses information relating to withholding 
information; people might think the lottery is "rigged" if it withholds information so that is why the names are announced. 

• Rowland stated fictitious names could be used for those not willing to release names. 

Information 

Mark Maassen, Missouri Press Association 

■ Stated the lottery should be known to the public. Rep. Cornejo stated that transparency and the lottery is a good thing. 

Mark Gordon, Missouri Broadcasters Association 

■ Stated if the bill passes there will be a decrease in revenue and free publicity from news coverage. 

No support or opposition testimonies were offered. 

HB 761 (Barnes) Relating to emergency administration of epinephrine by auto-injector. Establishes requirements for authorized entities to stock epinephrine auto- 
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injectors for use in emergencies. 

Rep. Barnes gave an overview of the bill. 

• Rep. McCreery stated her concerns for public schools and charter schools not being on the list. Barnes stated they are already covered. 

No support, opposition, or information testimonies were offered. 

HB 642 (Kelly) Relating to student associations at public institutions of higher learning with a penalty provision. Prohibits public institutions of higher learning from 
discriminating against a religious student organization or denying a religious student association any benefit available to any other student association. 

Rep. Kelly gave an overview of the bill. 

• Rep. Carpenter stated his concerns for groups being "extremist". He used Bob Jones University's rules against interracial dating; if an individual was a part of an 
interracial relationship, they were expelled. Kelly stated she didn't want to discuss individual college policies; this bill allows beliefs the constitution holds. 

• Rep. Arthur inquired if there were any events that happened for the reason of the bill. Kelly stated she heard it was happening through conversation, but there 
are no official reports. Arthur inquired why Missouri needs this as a law since it's in the Constitution. Kelly stated there aren't sufficient guidelines in current 
statutes. 

• Rep. McCreery inquired how to determine if a religious belief is "sincerely held". Kelly stated someone would typically sign a declaration of faith. 

• Rep. Mathews stated the bill provides protection regardless of an individual's faith. 

Support 

Michael Whitehead, Attorney; Southern Baptist Convention 

■ Whitehead stated he was involved in a "landmark case" of equal access that involved a university. 

■ Whitehead responded to Arthur's previous question stating there have been cases. 

■ Carpenter inquired if the bill will allow a group that prohibits interracial dating. Whitehead stated it would uphold any group. 

■ Whitehead stated when violence occurs then the university can take action. Whitehead stated this bill is set on health, safety, and welfare. Carpenter stated 

discretion should be used and the university should wait until violence occurs. Whitehead stated the universities are not going to want to get involved on 
deciding who is "sincere". 

■ Whitehead and Merideth disputed if "recognition" should be granted or not according to the bill. 

Tammy Ko, University of Missouri Student 

■ Stated that 80% of the students that attend Mizzou have the same background and Asian Christian Fellowship created a family for her. 

Asha Faison, Lincoln University Student 

■ Stated a leader of an organization should be one with a deeper understanding of that belief. 

Rasaan Gouldbourne, Lincoln University Student 

■ Stated an example of a leader not fitting the organization would be a man leading a sorority. 

Crystal Martin, Ordained Minister; Chi Alpha Campus Ministries USA 

■ Stated the reason there are multiple clubs is because people have multiple interests. 

Tyler McClay, Missouri Catholic Conference 

■ Carpenter inquired if McClay was concerned for situations like the Bob Jones University. McClay stated no because justice in society is being served. 

■ McCreery stated her concerns to Catholics being excluded from a group because they are LGBTQ. McClay stated the group should be including anyone. 

McCreery suggested that the provisions of the bill, relating to an individual's qualifications, should only apply to "leaders" of groups. 

■ Rep. Evans inquired the intent of the bill. Kelly stated the intent is to give students a strong leadership that believes in what they believe in. 

Don Hinkle, Missouri Baptist Convention 

Beverly Ehlen, Concerned Women for America of Missouri 

■ Stated organizations should determine qualifications and standards for leaders. 

■ Carpenter stated his concerns with the "blanket protection". Ehlen stated to pass the bill then address problems later, if any. 

Gene Austin, Missouri Baptist Commission 

■ Stated he believes the intent of the bill only deals with leaders of the groups.

■ Messer was not present at the hearing. 

Lila Jenkins 

■ Jenkins was not present at the hearing. 

Michelle Cooper

No opposition or information testimonies were offered. 

HB 696 (Kelly) Relating to the treatment of traditional celebrations by school districts. Allows school districts to display on school property scenes or symbols associated 
with traditional winter and spring celebrations.
